Airing In Congress 
Due In What Could 
Turn Into Hot Issue 


WASHINGTON, July 3 GD—The 
fate of American servicemen im­ 
prisoned in Allied nations for crim ­ 
inal offenses will get a full airing 
soon in Congress. 
This could become one of the hot 
issues in the closing days of this 
session. 
Chairm an Richards (D-SC) said 
in an interview the House Foieign 
Affairs Committee will begin an 
investigation probably in another 
week to “ get the full facts’* on how 
convicted GI» are treated abroad. 
By treaty, 15 Allied nations have 
authority to arrest, try and im­ 
prison American GIs in criminal 
cases. Servicemen are subject to 
m ilitary courts in civil m atters. 
B itter criticism of this arrange­ 
m ent on the House floor last week 
prom pted Richards to promise the 
investigation. He said it “ will not 
be a whitewash.** 
The move is unusual because the 
House traditionally leaves the field 
of international treaties to the Sen­ 
ate, which m ust approve them un­ 
der the Constitution. Rep. Burdick 
(R-ND) said, however, the House 
has power to act through legisla­ 
tion. 
Rep. Budge (R-Idaho) told the 
House 58 Americans now are serv­ 
ing sentences up to 16 years in 
Allied prisons. He said that putting 
the GIs under foreign control had 
deprived them of their constitu­ 
tional rights to American justice. 
Budge failed, by a 129-111 vote, 
to amend the foreign aid bill so 
th at Allied nations would be re­ 
quired to waive their criminal 
court control over U. S. service­ 
m en in order to receive further 
assistance. 
Six weeks ago, Rep. Bow (R- 
Ohio) 
amended 
a 
m ilitary 
re­ 
serve bill, later discarded, so that 
American troops could not be as­ 
signed to nations exercising this 
authority. The vote was 174-56. 
Bow agreed to withhold a simi­ 
lar amendm ent from a new re­ 
serve bill, passed Friday by the 
House, on Richards’ promise of an 
investigation. 
Eleven other congressmen are 
sponsoring sim ilar legislation to 
restrict foreign jurisdiction over 
U. S. troops. 
After considerable debate, the 
Senate in 1953 ratified by a 3-1 
m ajority the so-called “ status of 
f o r c e s * ’ agreem ents giving 14 
North Atlantic Treaty Organiza­ 
tion 
nations 
crim inal 
authority 
over servicemen stationed in them. 
The nations are Canada, Iceland, 
G reat Britain, Denmark, Norway, 
West Germ any, the Netherlands, 
Belgium, Luxembourg, France, It­ 
aly, Portugal, Greece and Turkey. 
The sam e arrangem ent was ex­ 
tended later to Japan by adminis­ 
trative agreem ent. 
The treaties represent a recog­ 
nition of the sovereignty of proud 
nations allowing American forces 
to rem ain on their soil. Diplomats 
feel that otherwise there would be 
strong foreign resistance to Amer­ 
ican garrisons in key overseas 
bases. 


WASHINGTON, July 3 UP-Sen. 
Lyndon B. Johnson lay in serious 
condition today from a heart at­ 
tack that will keep him from his 
role as Senate Democratic leader 
for the rest of this session. 
Republicans and D e m o c r a t s 
alike expressed shock and distress 
at the attack which struck the tall, 
handsome, smooth-working Texan 
at a friend’s farm near here late 
yesterday afternoon. 
Bethesda Naval Hospital, where 
Johnson was taken by ambulance, 
reported the Senator’s condition to­ 
day was “ comfortable and some­ 
what more s t a b l e , but still ser­ 
ious.” 
Democratic leaders said 
S e n . 
Earle Clements of Kentucky, as­ 
sistant m ajority leader, undoubt­ 
edly will take over and will follow 
Johnson’s policies that generally 
have brought striking Democratic 
unity in the Senate this year. 
The hospital described the at­ 
tack as “ m oderately severe” and 
said Johnson, 46, was “ responding 
satisfactorily to treatm ent.” There

Byrd Says Ike 
Eases Up On 
Economy Bid 


Declares He’d Belter 
Cut Expense If Taxes 
Are To Be Reduced 


WASHINGTON, July 3 GTV-Sen. 
Byrd (D-Va) said today the Ei­ 
senhower adm inistration is “ less­ 
ening its efforts for economy” and 
had better get busy cutting ex­ 
penses if it wants to reduce taxes 
next year. 
Byrd, who heads the Senate Fi­ 
nance Committee and has worked 
closely with administration offi­ 
cials, said in an interview that a 
4-per-cent cut in federal outlays 
would bring a balanced budget by 
July I, 1956. 
“ But the administration is less­ 
ening its efforts for economy,” he 
said. “ It is not showing the same 
enthusiasm it once had about get­ 
ting down to the little things that 
count up to m aterial savings. 
“ The only reductions that have 
been m ade up to date have been 
in m ilitary expenditures, and those 
are largely due to the end of the 
fighting in Korea.” 
Byrd’s criticism of adm inistra­ 
tion policies followed his defense 
in the Senate last week of the rec­ 
ord of Sen. Lyndon B. Johnson of 
Texas, Democratic leader who had 
a w arm v e r b a l exchange with 
President Eisenhower. 
Byrd was asked if this repre­ 
sented a change of viewpoint from 
1952 when he did not support the 
Democratic presidential nominee. 
Byrd said he was reserving the 
right to praise or criticize as he 
saw fit, regardless of party affilia­ 
tions. 
He m ade it clear, however, that 
unless some economies are effect­ 
ed in the m eantim e, he will oppose 
any proposal by the President to 
cut taxes in the 1956 election year. 
Eisenhower has said he hopes 
some reduction in taxes might be 
possible then if budget balancing 
is in sight.

Receipts Drop 


Collections Lag $234 
Monthly In First Half 


Revenue from the city’s parking 
m eters is running $254 a month 
behind the average for the first 
six months of 1954. 
Records in City Auditor Harold 
J. Gallimore’s office show the to­ 
tal collected during the first six 
months of this year is $18,786.75, 
compared to $20,314.12 for the cor­ 
responding period last year. 
The monthly average this year 
is $3,131.13 against an average of 
$3,385.69 for the first six months 
last year, a slump of $254,56 each 
month. 
Only two months showed gains 
in the collections this year with 
$369.45 increase in June and $49.16 
in March. 
The biggest decrease w a s in 
April when the revenue dropped 
$740.35. There were decreases of

267.98, and June, $3,932.01 and $3,-

Other Fatal Mishaps 
Add To Growing List

Accident deaths were a mounting 
by-product of the nation’s Inde­ 
pendence Day weekend recreation 
Sunday as sum m ery w eather in 
m ost r e g i o n s kept highways 
crowded. 
Traffic m ishaps killed at least 
156 persons from 6 p.m . Friday to 
5 p. rn. Sunday, a survey showed. 
Thirty-nine drownings and 50 fa­ 
talities in all other types of acci­ 
dents brought the over-all toll to 
245. 
The fast-rising list of traffic kill­ 
ings prom pted Ned H. Dearborn, 
president of the National Safety 
Council, to express the fear that 
the holiday m ay bring “bne of the 
greatest traffic pile-ups in the na­ 
tion’s history.** 
D earborn said the total of fatal 
accidents Sunday was “ alarm ingly 
ahead of last Fourth of July.** A 
pre-holiday estim ate by council en­ 
gineers that 380 persons would be 
killed in traffic by midnight Mon­ 
day, he said, likely, will prove too 
conservative. 
Last Fourth of July — also a 
three-day holiday — killed 348 in 
traffic. The toll from all accidents, 
including 192 drownings, was 623. 
The stepped-up tem po of fatali­ 
ties reflected a vast increase of 
activity over norm al routine for 
the nation’s millions. The Safety 
Council estim ated that 40 million 
cars will have been driven during 
the weekend. 
The m ortality from 
accidents 
during a nonholiday weekend cov­ 
ering a sim ilar 78-hour span, re­ 
corded in an Associated Press sur­ 
vey June 17-20, showed an over-all 
toll of 515; traffic deaths account­ 
ing for 342, drownings for 111, and 
miscellaneous accidents for 62. 
H ie record over-all toll for any 
holiday period was 793 during the 
four-day Fourth of July weekend 
of 1950 when 491 died in traffic.

Not Interested 
In Presidency 


Young Herb Declares 
He Has No Ambitions 
For Political Career 


WASHINGTON, Ju ly 3 UV-One 
Herbert Hoover stepped out of the 
public spotlight last week but an­ 
other is increasingly in the lime­ 
light, whether he likes it or not. 
Herbert Hoover Jr., was men­ 
tioned recently by President Eisen­ 
hower himself as one of several 
young men he regards as presi­ 
dential material. 
But mention politics to the under­ 
secretary of state—“ Young Herb,’* 
as the President called him—and 
he says: “ I do not wish to be 
disrespectful, but I have not the 
slightest interest in politics.” 
Despite 
that, 
the 
presidential 
mention makes him a future pos­ 
sibility for the White House seat 
once held by his father. 
The younger Hoover didn’t seek 
his present job. He was urged to 
take it after his success in another 
task: settling the billion-dollar Ir­ 
anian oil dispute, sometimes called 
the biggest private enterprise busi­ 
ness deal 
the 
world 
has 
ever 
known. 
He succeeded Gen. Walter Bedell

Lower said all grain bins should 
be cleaned and sprayed with 5 per 
cent of DDT or methoxychlor three 
to four weeks before filling. New 
grain should be treated with pyre- 
none wheat protectant, using a 
ratio of seven and a half pounds 
to IOO bushels of grain, he added 
The county agent said if the 
weevil is discovered in n e w l y 
stored grain, the bin should be fum­ 
igated immediately to prevent fur­ 
ther infestation. Directions for fum­ 
igating are available at county ex­ 
tension offices.

North Africa have been the scene 
of violent conflict with nationalist- 
minded terrorists in recent months. 
The worst trouble is still going on 
in big and populous Algeria, the­ 
oretically a part of France, where 
soldiers and nationalist rebels have 
had daily skirmishes since Nov. I. 
The death toll is nearing the 600 
mark. 
On Tuesday and Wednesday the 
deputies will d i s c u s s Algeria. 
Faure has tried to avoid this de­ 
bate and his Cabinet will do every­ 
thing to keep the speeches at a 
low pitch. The Algerian situation 
is admittedly bad, and that makes 
his Cabinet look bad too. 
The Assembly on Thursday and 
Friday will discuss ratifying the 
new agreements granting more 
self-govR-nment to the protectorate 
of Tunisia. Violence has subsided 
there since talks on the pacts first 
began. 
Despite opposition 
from 
French colonists, the agreements 
command widespread support for 
that reason. Faure wants them ap­ 
proved as soon as possible. 
There seemed little danger of 
Faure suffering any parliamentary 
defeat that would force him to re­ 
sign. 
The timing will work to Faure’s 
advantage. North African prob­ 
lems represent a continuing threat 
to any French Cabinet. It was on 
this issue that Pierre Mendes- 
France was thrown out of office. 
But the deputies probably will do 
nothing to jeopardize the Big Four 
summit meeting, only two weeks 
away. 
The government is working over­ 
time to find new policies which will 
cut down or eliminate the terror­ 
ism.

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The Right To Be Wrong 
The nature of the independence movement 
that was kept going by the more restless of 
the American colonists in the 18th century is 
disclosed in the fact it gathered momentum so 
slowly. 


Although July 4 has been observed as the 
climactic date, nothing actually happened on 
July 4 or on any other single day that brought 
the ferment of revolution to a climax. 
It was the slow gathering of a determination 
among a few strong-willed men to assert their 
right to be wrong. All the wisdom and pro­ 
prieties at that time were in the custody of 
Great Britain and the colonial loyalists. 
They alone knew what was best for the new 
and crude society that had been established 
here. Americans were no better fitted for self­ 
government in their judgment, than any of the 
numerous dependent peoples who are struggling 
today against the restraints of colonialism. 
But it had been predetermined when the first 
angry blows were exchanged at Concord and 
Lexington in the spring of 1775 that there was 
a spirit of recklessness abroad in America; that 
it would have to be suppressed. 
By July 2, 1776, it had broken out in a resolu­ 
tion of independence offered in the Continental 
Congress by the Virginia delegation. The bon­ 
fire had been lit. 
The Declaration of Independence on July 4 
was confirmation of something that had been 
a long time in the making and was to be a 
much longer time in the winning—the assertion 
of the right to stand alone, in defiance of the 
cautious people who knew a thousand good rea­ 
sons why the American colonies had everything 
to gain and nothing to lose by staying with 
Britain. 
The issue between caution and recklessness 
had formed slowly. 
- 
But recklessness had won respectability even 
in Britain. The ideas of government the colonists 
were talking about had come from John Locke, 
the English philosopher whose ideas had begun 
such a ferment during the 17th century that he 
was run out of England as a dangerous sub- 
versionist. 
, What were the ideas* 
Chiefly, that ordinary men—having minds of 
their own—had an obligation to ask questions 
and make challenges to men in authority who 
preferred to have no questions asked. 
Secondarily, that no man has a natural right 
to govern another man; that all men have a 
natural right to govern themselves. 
It takes a long time for an idea to grow. 
It takes a long time for an independence move­ 
ment to gain momentum. 
Americans celebrating the independence they 
began to fight for in the last 25 years of the 
18th century should be able to understand why 
other men are just beginning to fight for 
their independence in the middle of the 20th 
century. 
The struggle for independence never ends.

U. S. Should Retain Democratic Enthusiasm 


Anyone Excited? 
By the end of July, if nothing exciting hap­ 
pens, Congress will adjourn. July 31 is the 
target date named in the Legislative Reorgani­ 
zation Act of 1946 for the close of all regular 
sessions in non-emergency periods. 
It has been ignored, like many other reforms 
written into the 1946 law, but the target date 
could be hit squarely this year with no trouble. 
This is true despite efforts to stir up an Issue 
between the White House and Democrats in 
Congress over proposed legislation that has not 
been passed. 
It is supposed to be good politics to make 
it appear that President Eisenhower’s hands 
are being tied bv obstructionism in a Demo­ 
cratic - controlled Congress. That consummate 
politico Harry Truman is supposed to have 
made a barnful of political hay in 1948 with 
his profanity - peppered criticism of 
"that 
(unprintable) do-nothing Republican 80th Con­ 
gress.” 
But while it may be good fun and a neces­ 
sary part of the cross-criticism that goes with 
a government of divided responsibility, It is 
hard to understand how anything that leaves 
ordinary voting citizens cold can have any po­ 
litical effect. 
Democratic marjorities in the House and Sen­ 
ate have neither won nor lost public favor 
by their action and lack of action on the Eisen­ 
hower legislative program this year. 
Eisen­ 
hower has neither won nor lost prestige by 
his success and lack of success in putting his 
program into effect. He has won some points, 
lost some and had a standoff on some. So 
have the Democrats. 
If the public is chafing at the bit because 
there has been neither a clean sweep nor a 
complete failure one way or the other, there is 
no evidence of it. No legislative proposal this 
year has stirred that much interest. 
The prospect of adjournment by July 31> the 
target date for non-emergency years, is firm 
because for the 
first 
time 
since 
Congress 
passed the Legislative Reorganization Act no 
one is under the illusion that America is go­ 
ing to be made or broken by the passage of 
one more law or the triumph of one branch of 
the government over another. 


The evolution of our Fourth of 
July is indicative of the changing 
habits of our people. In the old 
days, which I can recall,

George Sokelskj triode s o n g s 
were sung, including "Hail Colum­ 
bia, Happy Land,” and pink lemon­ 
ade was drunk to quench an un­ 
quenchable thirst. Fireworks I i t 
the welkin. 
Then came the automobile and 
the Fourth became a long, 
and 
often a lost, weekend. The radio 
and 
television 
will 
intersperse 
some patriotism among the fixed 
commercial programs. 


THE SCHOOLS are closed and 
the children are away picnicking 
with their parents or at camp. It 
is a holiday now that introduces 
the summer season. 
Back in 1849, Alexander Mackay, 
an Englishman, 
wrote a book, 
"Western W o r I d,” which until 
Bryce’s " A m e r i c a n Common­ 
wealth” was regarded as the best 
study that had been made of Amer­ 
ican institutions. In it, he says: 
"He (the American) feels him­ 
self to be implicated not only in 
the honor and independence of his 
country, but also in the success of 
democracy. He has asserted a 
great principle, and feels that, in 
attempting to prove it to be prac­ 
ticable, he has assumed an ardu­ 
ous responsibility. He feels him­ 
self, therefore, to be directly in­ 
terested in the success of the politi­ 
cal system under which he lives, 
and all the more so because he is 
conscious that in looking to its 
working, mankind is divided into 
two great classes — those who are 
interested in its failure, and those 
who yearn for its success. 
"Every American is thus, in his 
own estimation, the apostle of a 
particular political creed, in the 
final triumph and ex#nsion of 
which he finds both himself and 
his country deeply involved. . .” 


IN A WORD, an American was, 
in those days, not only a person 
and a citizen, but a dedicated be­ 
ing who having asserted a philoso­ 
phy of life and government, de­ 
voted himself to its success. He 
not only lived in the United States, 
but he believed in the American 


way. Hi* country was not a geo­ 
graphical entity; it was a civiliza­ 
tion. 
This was not then merely a pa­ 
triotic expression; it was a belief 
in government by choice of the 
people; it was a recognition of the 
equality of man before God and 
the law. 
Herbert Spencer, the British phil­ 
osopher. who was here in 1882, 
had something different to say. He 
had travelled the c o u n t r y and 
spoke favorably of the U n i t e d 
States, but one of his conclusions 
is so different from Mackay’s, 33 
years earlier, that it is worth re­ 
cording : 


•‘TOU RETAIN the forms of 
freedom; but, so far as 
I can 
gather, there has been consider­ 
able loss of the substance. It is 
true that those who rule you do not 
do it by means of retainers armed 
with swords; but they do it through 
regiments of men armed with vot­ 
ing papers who obey the word of 
command as loyally as did the de­ 
pendents of the old feudal nobles, 
and who thus enable their leaders 
to override the general will and 
make the community submit to 
their exactions as effectually as 
their prototypes of old. It is doubt­ 
less true that each of your citi­ 
zens votes for the candidate he 
chooses for this or that office, from 
President 
downwards; 
but 
his 
hand is guided by an agency be­ 
hind which leaves him 
scarcely 
any choice. . .” 
Between Mackay and Spencer 
occurred many great events in our 
history, including the War Between 
the States and its confusing and, 
in many respects, its indecent af­ 
termath, the Reconstruction. 


MEN ACHIEVED great wealth, 
but there was also deep poverty 
and astounding injustice. The lead­ 
ing men of the land were devoting 
themselves to economic growth, 
which produced what were then 
called the Trusts, and dissatisfac­ 
tion was increasingly general. 
In the life of any dynamic peo­ 
ple there are periods of physical 
growth 
a n d 
of 
spiritual 
ac­ 
knowledgment. They do not often 
come at the same time. There ap­ 
pears also an era of the revival of 
moral strength and of realization 
that a civilization, to survive, must 
j be itself, must believe in itself. 
Otherwise it does not survive; it 
is weakened by chaos and con­ 
fusion. 
Perhaps on this Fourth of July, 
we might ponder for a moment on 
the value and significance of the 
American civilization and pray for 
its survival.'

In the "immediate future” the 
Justice Department will make its 
first move to drive procomm unist 
unions out of the nation’s intricate 
n e t w o r k of 
a t o m i c jet, 
radar, commu­ 
nications, metal 
and shipping in­ 
stallations upon 
which the U. S. j 
depends f o r 
sheer existence. 1 
There are four 
such unions sit­ 
ting astride our 
defense produc­ 
tion, vital metal mining, military 
and naval communications systems 
and docks. The Justice Depart­ 
ment, after painstaking legal prep­ 
aration. will take one of these four 
b e f o r e the Subversive Activities 
Control Board (SACB) by mid-sum­ 
mer. 


THIS WILL BE the beginning of 
a marathon legal battle to set a 
precedent — by depriving pro-Com- 
munist unions of their right to rep­ 
resent workers or operate in 
a 
plant or metal mine in any fashion. 
lf the government wins its battle 
against the first of the four—the 
other three will come easy. There­ 
fore. U. S. Assistant Atty. Gen. 
William F. Tompkins is preparing 
his case as tightly as possible 
against that one union. 
W’hich of the four, only he and 
his aides know. But it will be either 
the Mine, Mill and Smelter Work­ 
ers, the International Longshore­ 
men and Warehousemen’s Union, 
the United Electrical Workers (UE) 
or the American Communications 
Assn. 
Any one of these unions c a n 
cripple a basic part of our defense 
work with a legitimate or political 
strike. Any one of these unions 
can stall production with s h o r t 
demonstrations — as the Pacific 
coast longshoremen did 
recently 
when they pulled a work stoppage 
against the government’s efforts to 
denaturalize their leader. Harry 
Bridges. 
The Justice Department is mov­ 
ing strictly and narrowly under the 
Communist Control Act of 1954— 
hitting only at pro-Soviet activity 
and making certain that legitimate 
labor rights are not violated in any 
way by the Department’s action 
this summer. 


THIS ACTION has been slowed 
by lack of manpower, by the neces­ 
sity to comb through tens of thous­ 
ands of documents (one of which is 
a trial summation of 500 pages), 
and by a freak typographical er­ 
ror. The Justice Department dis­ 
covered that some gal in retyping 
the Communist Control, law, 
or 
some compositor in putting it into 
print, used a time limit of two 
years, instead of three years as I 
originally intended, during which , 


Communist activity on the part of 
labor leaders must be proved. 
There are bills now in the House 
and Senate correcting the law— 
which may go through if Congress 
bestirs itself. 
But let no one think this is the 
end of the pro-Communist problem 
inside labor and inside our defense 
machinery. An SACB decision will 
be appealed by the union involved, 
of course, if it loses before this 
board. Such an appeal will have to 
go up to the Supreme Court—and 
may take years. 
How important such action is can 
be seen by a recent statement by 
former Gov. Wilbur M. Brucker, 
now 
secretary 
of the 
A r m y . 
Brucker said that confidential Pen­ 
tagon dispatches to our military 
allies in Europe marked "Restrict­ 
ed” often passed through the hands 
of pro . Commie communication 
workers. 


THE GOVERNMENT is moving 
carefully, however, for it is eager 
to prepare a case with no legal 
loopholes which would force 
the 
Supreme Court to junk a decision 
against these unions. Such court 
action would give the extreme left­ 
ists a terrific propaganda victory. 
So these unions are racing fran­ 
tically for cover inside the AFL or 
CIO—because the law says t h a t 
any unions in the big federations 
are to be considered prima facie 
non-Communist. Silly section. B u t 
that’s the law 
These outfits are now shopping 
around. The pro-Communist United 
Electrical Workers Union, for ex­ 
ample, has just set up a seven- 
man committee headed by its pres­ 
ident, Albert Fitzgerald, to make 
contact with 
non 
- Communist 
unions. 
The most notorious of the UE 
leaders. Jim Matles and J u l e s 
Emspack, who have been repeated­ 
ly named as Communists by Con­ 
gressional witnesses, are not on the 
"shopping” committee. They might 
give it a bad name. Besides which 
they’re split, these old comrades. 
Matles, tough and shrewd, wants 
to stay independent and make a 
fight. Emspack wants to go into 
the CIO’s United Electrical Work­ 
ers. So does Fitzgerald. So they’re 
offering to go in. The CIO is say­ 
ing, give us your locals, but no 
staff men, no leaders. The shop­ 
ping committee’s answer may be 
unprintable. 
The red hots are looking for jobs 
and security. All this and a haven, 
too. Times sure have changed.

Once Over

Tli£ Case Against Public Power 


It Is appropriate that the most 
controversial as well as the most 
important of the Hoover commis­ 
sion reports should come at the 
end of its labors. Bjr a bare ma­ 
jority of the commission and at­ 
tended by a bitter dissent from 
Congressman Holifield, 
a public 
power zealot. Herbert Hoover has 
presented to the country a power­ 
ful case for the checking and reg­ 
ulation 
of 
a 
federal 
monopoly 
which might well become a major 
threat to a free economy. 
Socialists have always held that 
with the control of electric power 
in the hahds of government, all 
else will be at its mercy. 
It was clearly within the man­ 
date of the commission to consider 
and render a judgment upon this 
basic issue. The act creating the 
commission instructed it to study 
and make recommendations con­ 
cerning the elimination of "activi­ 
ties which are competitive with 
private enterprise.” If ever there 
was a federal activity which com­ 
petes with private business, it is 
this one. 
When F.D.R. proposed the estab­ 
lishment of the TV A in 1933, the 
federal government was producing 
only seven-tenths of one per cent 
of the electric power of the nation. 
Twenty years later its share was 
12.4 per cent. When the present 
authorized program is completed 
the percentage will be 17. When 
that figure has been attained, the 
federal investment will be $9,662.- 
206,545. This makes Uncle Sam by 
all odds the largest producer in 
the nation. 
The commission report sets forth 
the 
task 
force’s 
criteria 
for 
determining the financial results 
of federal enterprises. Among these 
is provision for the return of the 
federal investment to the Treas­ 
ury, with interest at 3 per cent of 
the total investment, for hydroelec­ 
tric plants within 50 years and for 
steam plants in 35 years. 
Included in 
the capital costs 
should be all items involved in 
planning and construction, and pro­ 
vision 
for 
replacement 
during 
amortization periods. 
Projects should also pay state 
and local taxes, and their book­ 
keeping should include the amount 
they would have to pay in federal 
taxes if they were privately owned. 
That these sound standards of 
economic justification are not ob­ 
served is shown by a tabular state­ 
ment of what the seven major fed­ 
eral systems have been short in 
revenues. 
That amount is $331,591,045 — a 
plain subsidy paid by all the tax­ 
payers for the benefit of IO per 
cent of the taxpayers. 
One of the most unfair aspects 
of federal power development is 
the "preference clause.” This pro­ 
vides that in the sale of federal 
power preference shall be given to 
public power agencies and co-op­ 
eratives. This preference, accord­ 
ing to the report, means that two 
classes of citizens are created— 
those who get electricity at less 
thdn cost, and those who pay for 
it at full prices to private com­ 
panies. 
To compound the unfairness, the 
citizens who pay a fair price are 
taxed to provide the cut price for 
their fellow Americans. After all, 
they are all the same sort of peo­ 
ple, but the public power zealots 
seem to think that the customers 
of public power agencies have 
some superior moral right to an 
economic advantage. 
Another aspect that the commis­ 
sion does not mention is that when 
a private power company — say

the Oregon Light and Power Com­ 
pany — makes a contract with the 
federal government, it can place 
no confidence in it, because the 
moment that a public power dis­ 
trict wants the power, it is taken 
away from the private company, 
thus gravely threatening its capa­ 
city to serve its customers. 
The 
recommendations 
of 
the 
commission are too lengthy to be 
given here. Their purpose is to 
correct the inequities now prevail­ 
ing, to get the states and local 
agencies into the picture, to re­ 
quire the various federal power 
agencies to be incorporated under 
the Government Corporation Con­ 
trol Act, to permit private capital 


to build the power facilities in 
multiple - purpose installations and 
to sell the power therefrom at 
rates determined 
by the Federal 
Power Commission. 
The report and these recommen­ 
dations will be violently assailed 
by the politicians who hope to win 
the next election on this issue. For 
the power issue will be dominant 
in the very states next year in 
which the control of the Senate 
will be determined. 
However, in states that receive 
no federal power but through their 
taxes pay the huge subsidies that 
go to the favored IO per cent, the 
Hoover report will have much to 
commend it.

G e o r g e Washington, let Uncle 
Mart have it on the beezer. My 
kin suffered this dastardly assault 
in spite of the technical accuracy 
of his statement. 
Van Buren, though t h e eighth 
president, was the first to be born 
an American citizen after the De­ 
claration of Independence. T h e 
first seven were born British sub­ 
jects. A fact which Uncle Mart 
was not given time to clarify. 


I DOUBT ii Uncle Mart ever 
did a solid year’s work after be­ 
ing mustered out of the cavalry. 
He visited from relative to rela­ 
tive with the punctuality of the 
moon. He was immaculate a n d 
smart, tall and genteel in his way.

He knew when to

on; 


could sense his welcome waning 
and pulled stakes before his in­ 
laws got too fed up on him.

The children clung to U n c l e 
Mart. At pension time 
he 
was 
good for a small touch. He always 


j planned Jto buy me a bicycle but 
never made it. Each time, after 
he blew in his pension with the 
I comrades, he’d come home repent­ 
ant and say next pension I’d get 
a bicycle. 
I waited in vain. Then one time, 
just after the old fellow was broke 
again, he put his arm around me 
and drew me to his knee. 
In quivering v o i c e he 
said: 
"Honest, boy, I intended to get 
you a bicycle this time. I planned 
it ever since last pension.” He 
chocked and blubbered, “I can’t 
help it, boy, honest I can’t.” 
Though thrice disappointed, I un- 
, stood him. Of course they can’t 
help it. 
Thousands of Uncle Marts came 
out of the Civil War. They moved 
out on their own into a wretched, 
unbolstered economy. They saved 
the Union, to be tossed into a carn­ 
ival of bad habits and self-in­ 
dulgence. They went back to im- 
1 poverished farms and shattered 
homes. Shabby pensions came long 
after. No war bonus, terminal pay 
or colleges for them.

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Airman Admits 
Killing Family 
Of 3 In Texas 


Also Confesses He 
Shot, Robbed Filling 
Station Attendant 


GALVESTON, Tex., July 3 M — 
A husky AWOL airman sat appar­ 
ently unconcerned in his Galveston 
county jail cell today after admit­ 
ting he had shot to death three 
members of a Dickinson, Tex., 
family who had befriended him. 
He has also admitted he shot 
and robbed an El Paso filling 
station attendant. 
Dist. Atty. Marsene Johnson Jr., 
said the man, Ellis Euclid Lauhon, 
26, of Altus, Ark., had signed a 
statement that he had shot Mrs. 
Ruby McPherson, 42; her mother, 
Mrs. Zola Norman, 63; and her 
son, George, 12, to death at Dick­ 
inson June 22 
and that three 
charges of first degree murder had 
been filed against him. 
Officers quoted Lauhon as saying 
he shot the members of the Dick­ 
inson family to death in their beds 
because he feared 
they might 
turn him over to the Air Force 
for being AWOL. 
Lauhon was arrested in Nogales, 
Mexico, when he attempted to sell 
a car belonging to Mrs. McPher­ 
son. Found on him at the time 
were two rings which have been 
identified as belonging to Mrs. 
McPherson and a .22 calibre pistol. 
Officers here said the Dickinson 
family was slain by bullets from a j 
.22 calibre weapon. 
The airman was flown here late 
yesterday from Nogales, Ariz. by 
Texas Rangers. Mexico authorities 
turned him over to Texas officers 
after ruling him an undesirable 
and unwanted alien. Lauhon signed 
a waiver of extradition for his 
return to Texas. 
The blond, 6-foot, 190-pound air­ 
man appeared nonchalant as he 
had his jail fare of coffee and 
roll in his cell this morning and 
freely discussed his actions with 
jailers and newsmen. 
“ You mean the guy didn’t die?” 
jailers quoted Lauhon as saying 
this morning when told that the 
filling station attendant shot in a 
robbery at El Paso June 26 was 
still living. Officers said Lauhon 
had admitted shooting the atten­ 
dant at El Paso after leaving 
Dickinson. He is wanted in El Paso 
on assault with intent to murder 
charge. 
“I want to get it off my chest 
and tell everything,” Lauhon was 
quoted as saying by Asst. Dist. 
Atty. Archie Alexander Jr., who 
took the more than 2-hours-long 
atatement.

Y 
ou live in the United States of America. You are an 
American. 


Real Americans like their country. They are proud of it 
They think it is a good place to live. And they want to keep 
it good—to keep it getting better and better all the time. 


Why is America the way it is? What makes it a good 
place to live? The answer is simply this: 


Throughout our history most Americans have believed 
that every person has certain rights and duties and 
responsibilities. 


Americans have believed that there are certain things 
that people should do, and other things they should 
not do. 


They have also believed in certain things that people 
are, and are not. 


These things that people believe are called principles. This 
book is an attempt to state the Principles of America in 
simple, primer fashion so that you can understand them, 
learn them, and remember them. 


This is important. It was because earlier Americans be­ 
lieved in these principles and guided their lives by them, 
that America has grown to be the good place it is. 


lf all of us learn and remember these principles—if we 
also guide our lives by them—then we can help to keep 
America growing better, and better, and better. 
And if we follow these Principles of America, we can 
help make the world a better place to live in, too. 


The Principles of America are these. • • 


1. Each Person is of Importance and Value as 
an Individual. 


This is the cornerstone. •. the foundation of a1) our other beliefs 
in a person's right to live his own life, to speak for himself, to 
choose and change his leaders. 
From it comes our hatred of those “isms” under which the 
individual has no value or importance as a person, but is only 
one of many unimportant people who have to live the way their 
leaders tell them to. 


Coming directly from that first principle are two other 
principles that are also part of the foundation of Ameri­ 
canism. 
, 


2. We Believe that All Men should Enjoy Per­ 
sonal Freedom. 


3. We Believe that All Men are Created Equal. 


It is worth noting that the Declaration of Independence ex­ 
pressed the belief that “all men are created equal** It did not 
state or imply a belief that men devebp equally or have equal 
ability, or that they should ever be forced to an exact equality 
of thought, speech or material possessions. 
That would be equality without freedom. Americans have 
always believed the two should go together. 
From the days of the Declaration of Independence and the 
writing of the Constitution, Americans have known that 
even though Life, Liberty, and other unalienable rights 
are granted to man by his Creator, they require some pro­ 
tection by man himself. 
So, in our Constitution, and in other laws of our land, 
there are set down principles to protect the rights and free­ 
doms and equality of individuals. And these principles play 
an important part in keeping America a good place in 
which to live. 


4. The Right to Freedom of Speech. 
^ 


This includes freedom of the press, of radio, of motion pictures, 
of every means by which man may express his thoughts on any 
subject 


5. The Right to Freedom of Assembly. 


As we believe in the right of individual action, so we believe that 
individuals should be free to act together for the benefit of all. 
This IS Democracy. 


6. The Right to Freedom of Worship. 


Not only is the individual free to worship as he will, but religions 
themselves are free and equal • • • regardless of their size or 
their beliefs. 


32. Every Individual must Deal Fairly with 
other Individuals. 


Honesty, fairness, and personal integrity are virtues that help 
free and independent individuals get along with each other with­ 
out losing their independence. 


33. Fair and Free Competition is a Good Thing. 


Americans have always believed that competition among in­ 
dividuals or groups encourages greater effort which in turn 
brings greater benefits to all. 


Is it With or Against the Principles of America? 


7. The Right to Security of Person and 
Property. 


Not just one, but three Amendments to the Constitution (4th, 
5th and 14th) protect against illegal search and seizure, or loss 
of life, liberty, or property, without “due process of law.** 


8. The Right to Equal Protection before the 
Law. 


As individuals are equally important, so laws must apply equally 
to all, without special privileges for any particular individuals 
or groups. 


9. The Right to Freedom from Slavery. 


This includes “the right to quit,** for no individual may ba 
forced to work for another. 


10. The Right to Petition the Government 


The legally guaranteed right of the individual to “petition the 
government for redress of grievances** is evidence of the Ameri­ 
can belief that government is the servant, not the master, of the 
people.' 


11.The Right to Vote for people of your choice. 


This is the individual’s most potent weapon in the protection of 
his rights and freedoms. . . a weapon that to be effective must 
be constantly and wisely used. 


The Principles of America hold that every 
man has... 


12. The Right to a Good Education. 


13. The Right to Live where he pleases. 


14. The Right to Work where he wants to. 


15. The Right to Join and Belong to an Organ­ 
ization. 


16. The Right to Own Property. 


17. The Right to Start his Own Business. 


18. The Right to Manage his Own Affairs. 


19. The Right to Make a Profit or to Fail, 
depending on his Own Ability. 


There are other, similar rights of individual action which 
are Principles of America, but all of these individual rights 
may be combined in these two broad principles . . . 


20. Every Man is entitled to Freedom and 
Equality of Opportunity. 


21. Every Man may Earn his Living When, 
Where, and How he wants to. 
There are also Limiting Principles... 


Principles of individual freedom sometimes clash with those 
of individual equality. Therefore our rights as individuals 
must be limited, and those limitations are themselves prin­ 
ciples. 


28. Achievement also Depends upon the 
Ability to do a Good Job. 


Add to “willingness to work** the ability to produce results and 
th* combination is the basis for most individual achievement 
in our country. 


29. Every Man has the Right to a Fair Share 
of the Results of his Work and his Ability. 


Because of this belief, America his not only produced more 
goods, but they have been more fairly and more widely 
shared by more people than in any other country. 


30. Security is the Ability of a Man to Provide 
for himself. 


The only true security for any individual is the opportunity, the 
ability, and the determination to work and plan and save for his 
own present and future. Self-reliance is vital to individual in­ 
dependence and personal freedom. No man can be “proud and 
free** who depends on others for his security. 


31. When an Individual cannot Provide his 
own Security, the Responsibility should be 
Assumed by Others. 


We believe that no one should starve, or be without adequate 
clothing and shelter, so those who have more than their basic 
needs share the responsibility of providing the essentials of 
security for those who need help. 


For America’s Future 


Most of us arc still confident of ourselves and of our coun­ 
try. We do not claim perfection. But we have faith in our 
ability to move forward, to improve, to grow, to provide 
more and more individuals with more and more of every­ 
thing they want and need in life. . . 
If we, the people of the United Stales, want to have more 
material benefits, we must believe in and follow these two 
principles: 


39. The only way we can Have More is to 
Produce More; and 


a 
40. As we Produce More, we must make it 
possible for More and More People to 
Enjoy that which we Produce. 


If we, the people of the United States, want to have a 
better life, spiritually as well as materially . . . 


41. We must stand firmly for our Beliefs, our 
Rights, our Principles. 


W alt W hitman, writing nearly IOO years ago, put it this 
way: 


“There is no week, nor day, nor hour when tyranny may not 
enter upon this country if the people lore thor supreme con­ 
fidence in themselves. . .** 


There are those who would chip away our confidence so 
that their special brand of tyranny might creep into Amer­ 
ica. They must not succeed. So, let us ask of every plan, 
or act, or idea. . . 


Your right to swing your arms stops where the other fellow’s 
nose starts. 


23. The Rights of any Individual shall not 
Interfere with the Welfare of the People 
as a Whole.

24. Every Individual owes Obedience to the I 
. Laws under which he Lives. 


The individual has the right to talk against a law, to work and 
vote to change that law, but NOT to disobey that law. 


Principles that are Patterns of Behavior... 


Many of our principles of individual freedom and equality 
are guaranteed to us by law. 
But we have other beliefs, other general rules of action 
and conduct that have grown to the status of principles. 
They have stood the test of time. They have worked. They 
have become a basic part of the way we live and of the way 
we look at things. 


These principles, too, are foundations of Americanism. 
They are as true, if not more true, today than they were in 
1850 or in 1750. 


35. The Individual is Responsible for himself 
and his Family. 


He must protect (hem and provide for their present and future 
well-being. 


36. The Individual has Responsibilities to the 
Groups of which he is a Part. 


He must give of his best to his community, his church, his em­ 
ployer, his union, and to every group in which individuals co­ 
operate for their mutual benefit. 


37. The Individual has Responsibilities to his 
Country. 


He must be an active citizen, interesting himself in local, state,' 
and national government, voting wisely, thinking and speaking 
and acting to preserve and strengthen freedom, equality and 
opportunity for every individual. 


38. The Individual has Responsibilities to the 
World. 


Man*s horizons have expanded. What happens in the world 
affects him, and his actions can affect the world. Today, there­ 
fore, each man has a responsibility to act—and to encourage 
his country to act—so that freedom and cooperation will be 
( encouraged among the people and the nations of the world. 


If America stays free, they will still hold true in 2050. 


25. Every Man shall be Judged by his Own 
Record. 


A man’s family background, his race or his religion, is not as 
important as what that man himself can do, for Americans be­ 
lieve a man must stand on his own feet.

26. Every Man is Free to Achieve as much as 
he can. 


22. The Rights of any Individual shall not 
Interfere with the Equal Rights of Other 
Individuals. 


34. Cooperation among Individuals is Vitally 
Important 


President Eisenhower has said: “The freedom to compete 
vigorously accompanied by a readiness to cooperate whole­ 
heartedly for the performance of community and national func­ 
tions, together make our system the most productive on earth.’* 


Principles of Individual Responsibility... 


Freedom for individuals carries with it an equal responsi­ 
bility to use that freedom wisely. Therefore, if we wish to 
remain free, we must faithfully fulfill our responsibilities 
as free men. 


We believe that where any boy may become President, where 
any man may achieve greatness, there is the greatest incentive 
for every man to do his best. 


27. To Achieve anything, a Man should be 
Willing to Work. 


Americans have always known that “you don*t get something 
for nothing,** that to get anything takes a willingness to work 
and to work hard.

Legislation Effective 
In 90 Days Abolishes 
Squired Fee System 


A new statutue abolishes the fee 
system for justices of the peace 
and provides for their election on a 
territorial 'rather than township 
basis but what effect it will have 
on the Nov. 8 general election in 
Columbiana County probably won’t 
be decided until the Board of Elec­ 
tions can study the bill. 
Gov. Frank J. Lausche signed 
into law Friday a bill taking some 
1,350 squires throughout the state 
off the long-debated fee system, in 
90 days. 
Effective Oct. I, the bill pro­ 
vides the fees the squires receive 
will go into the county treasury 
with the squires being paid a sal­ 
ary to be fixed by the county com­ 
missioners. 
It also decrees the JP ’s will be 
elected for four-year terms by ter­ 
ritories to be set up by a com­ 
mission 
composed 
of 
Common 
Pleas Judge Joel H. Sharp, Pro­ 
bate Judge Louis Tobin and Wal­ 
ter Hunston, president of the coun­ 
ty commissioners. 
They have been elected by town­ 
ships with all of the county’s 18 
townships except Wayne having at 
least one and the majority having 
two or three. 
Many questions remain to be an­ 
swered concerning the new l a w, 
Frank R. O’Hanlon, clerk of the 
election board, said. 
The board already has accepted 
filings from candidates seeking 
election in November to four-year 
terms 
If the new law affects those al­ 
ready filed, the board may ask 
Prosecuting Atty. James L. Mac­ 
Donald what procedure it should 
follow. 
Since they will be elected by ter­ 
ritories and the present petitions 
are for election in certain town­ 
ships, they may have to be thrown 
out. But, at the same time, O’Han­ 
lon pointed out the board is not 
allowed to refund any filing fees. 
Another question that must be 
answered involves those s q u i r e s 
whose terms are not e x p i r i n g , 
O’Hanlon said. 
The final ruling may have to 
come from Secretary of State Ted 
W. Brown, he said. 
The board may learn some of 
the answers at the 1955 Conference 
of Ohio Election Officials J u l y 
13-15 at the Commodore Perry Ho­ 
tel in Toledo. Brown said “import­ 
ant matters’* pertaining to the gen­ 
eral election will be on the agenda.

LISBON — Preliminary work on 
the new $64,285 Sadie VanFossan 
swimming pool is progressing on 
schedule, G. C. Rauch, chairman 
of the pool committee, announced. 
Rauch said the excavation at 
the five-acre W. Chestnut St, site 
is completed and the sewer and 
water lines have been laid. Tele­ 
phone and electric lines are to be 
put in soon and gas lines will be 
laid by city workers. 
Part of the tract has been cleared 
and the rest will be cleared this 
week. 
The Eastern Maintenance Co. of 
Pittsburgh, main contractor, w i l l 
move in equipment Tuesday, Rauch 
said. 
Concrete will be poured for the 
bottom of the pool, but the sides 
and ends, pre-cast and reinforced, 
are being made by the* Marietta 
Concrete Co., and will be shipped 
in by truck and placed by crane. 
Trees on the east and west of 
the tract will provided shaded areas 
for the pool and a parking area 
will be constructed on the north 
end. A new road, named Cedar St., 
has been cut on the south side of 
the site and W. Chestnut St. will 
be extended to the west side of the 
tract, leading to the parking area, 
Rauch said. 
All the filtration equipment hat 
been ordered according to specifi­ 
cations. 
Rauch said that Mayor Wilbur 
Warren and the Village Board of 
Public Affairs have been extreme­ 
ly co-operative and several resi­ 
dents donated their work. 
An encouraging note, Rauch said, 
is that 76 families who live out­ 
side the limits and could not vote 
on the $37,500 pool bond issue last 
November have pledged $1,985 in 
amounts from $10 to $40.

Crawl Space 
Or Basement? 


Figures G ted From 
Government Study 


By DOUGLAS TUOMEY

The question as to whether a 
house with a full basement or cel­ 
lar is better than a house with just 
a crawl - space is still being ar­ 
gued. 
Our own opinion is. that inas­ 
much as we no longer have to 
store IO tons of coal in the cellar 
or make room for barrels of po­ 
tatoes, apples and flour, the crawl 
splice is the ideal plan for the 
modern home. We believe that an 
ell or utility room above ground 
is far better than twice the space 
below ground. 
The United States government 
has made an intensive study of this 
question and has come up with 
some interesting facts and figures 
which appear to bear us out. 
According to a recent technical 
bulletin issued by the Division of 
Housing Research, a full basement 
under a one-story house of aver­ 
age size costs about $2,000, com­ 
pared with $1,600 for an ell or ad­ 
dition above ground to house the 
heating 
plant, 
plus 
a 
certain 
amount of storage space. 
This is readily understood when 
you consider the great amount of 
excavating required for a full base­ 
ment, the foundation walls, cellar 
stairs and other items n e e d e d . 
Further information in the same 
bulletin is to the effect that home 
owners frequently prefer a b o v e - 
ground laundries, workrooms and 
recreation rooms, and that there is 
a very definite trend away from 
up>-and-down-stairs housework. 
Considering this question from a 
completely practical angle, it does 
seem that a house which is built 
over an ample1 crawl space and 
has good provisions made for stor­ 
age, heating and family activi­ 
ties, is far better than one which 
costs more and makes it neces­ 
sary to go below ground to take 
advantage of space. 
It might be added that a house 
with well-proportioned ells is al­ 
ways more interesting than t h e 
box-like structure.

DES MOINES, la. — Rheumatic 
fever is the largest single cause of 
death from disease in the age group 
from five to 16 years, according to 
a member of Iowa’s health depart­ 
ment. 
Dr. Walter L. Beirring. director, 
division of gerontology, heart and 
chronic diseases, s a i d rheumatic 
fever takes twice as many lives as 
does tuberculosis, scarlet f e v e r , 
measles, whooping cough or diph­ 
theria. 
He said many deaths in adult life 
are blamed on heart disease, when 
rheumatic fever is the basic cause.

Romanticism coupled with prac­ 
ticality keynotes many of the mod­ 
ern homes, by borrowing from the 
Far East some of the genius and 
purity of line found in Japanese 
furnishings and art objects so pop­ 
ular in the contemporary interior. 
Home owners are multiplying 
floor area in their homes by add­ 
ing outdoor living space so clever­ 
ly that more months each year 
may be spent on the patio, pavil­ 
ion or lanai. Builders have dis­ 
covered that native woods, avail­ 
able in all sections of the country, 
adapt themselves readily to a cos­ 
mopolitan design. 
For an Oriental touch to your 
sky-roofed summer living room. 
Douglas fir 3-by-12-inch beams may 
be extended beyond the roof over­ 
hang of the house and supported 
by 3-by-3-inch posts set into ce­ 
ment.

Dos, Donuts Listed 
For- Installation 
Of Ceiling Tiles 
' 
Here are dos and don’ts to be re­ 
membered when installing ceiling 
tiles. 
Do . . . remember that ceiling 
tile is made of a fibrous, porous 
substance. Allow new tiles to be­ 
come acclimated by opening the 
carton a day or two before their 
intended use and leave them in the 
room where they will be installed. 
Do . . . attach l-by-3 furring 
strips at right angles to ceiling 
joists to provide a nailing or stap­ 
ling base for the tiles. 
Do . . . usually start the first 
tile in the comer of the room, be­ 
ing certain that the two nailing 
tongues face the center of t h e 
room. 
Do . . . start the first tile in 
the center only when you have 
put up a centerstrip (either ready­ 
made or home-made) or when you 
have bought tiles which do not 
have tongue-and-groove arrange­ 
ments. 
Don’t . . . attach the furring 
strips until you have measured the 
ceiling to determine the width of 
borders. In most cases, border tiles 
will have to be cut. 
Don’t . . . forget that, while the 
tiles can be cut with a sharp knife, 
you can get a better result by us­ 
ing a saw. 
Don’t . . . jam the tiles to­ 
gether; a tiny, almost impercepti 
ble space between the joints is in 
surance against the possibility of 
buckling under expansion. 
Don’t . . . spoil the tiles with 
dirty or perspiring hands; sprinkle 
your hands with talcum powder.

It can well be understood when 
a small concrete foundation with 
the proper foundation bolts f o r 
holding down the machine may run 
into $50 or more when profession­ 
ally built. The average man can 
install his own for approximately 
$5. 
As most people know, any mo­ 
tor or engine-driven piece of equip­ 
ment has a certain amount of vi­ 
bration when running, and the idea 
behind a good solid foundation is 
to tie the machine down over a 
cork or rubber mat to reduce the 
vibration and allow the unit to 
run smoothly and with the mini­ 
mum of movement. 
The important thing in a founda­ 
tion outside of strength and a level 
top is to have the foundation bolts 
properly spaced so that the ma­ 
chine can be set down over the 
bolts without any juggling or bend­ 
ing. The one sure way to accom­ 
plish this is to make a template. 
This is done by nailing three 
boards in an H pattern. 
The ends and outer sides of the 
boards should be of size to fit neat­ 
ly over the wood form for the 
foundation. The machine to be in­ 
stalled should be set on the boards 


bolt holes marked upon 


These should be bored out, the 
bolts passed through with nuts at­ 
tached and the template set on 
the foundation form. This leaves 
the bolts hanging down and accur­ 
ately spaced. 
The form then can be f i l l e d 
through the space between t h e 
template boards. If you are an ac­ 
curate measurer, naturally you can 
lay out the bolt holes on the tem­ 
plate without taking the trouble 
to lay the machine over them, but 
the amateur cannot make a mis­ 
take if he follows the m e t h o d 
described.

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Retaining Wall 
Combats Slope 


Proper Construction 
Isn’t Too Difficult 


As most home owners are aware, 
abrupt slopes in the ground may 
make an established lawn an im­ 
possibility. Seeding and reseeding 
as well as repeated grading often 
fail to counteract the effect of 
heavy rains which furrow out the 
suface. 
Aside from this difficulty, a steep 
grade at the rear or sides of a 
house frequently causes damp and 
wet conditions in a basement. 
The two heavy lines above the 
accompanying illustration indicate 
two slopes of the same angle. The 
first slope is uninterrupted a n d 
permits 
surface water to flow 
downward rapidly and collect at 
the bottom of the grade. 
The second slope is broken by 
two retaining walls and checks the 
rapidity of the flow and permits 
the water to percolate into th e 
ground. Such an arrangement cor­ 
rects the eroding action of the 
most violent rain. 
Building a retaining wall is not 
a difficult job. The first step is to 
stretch a cord along the line se­ 
lected and make a shallow trench. 
The depth of this must be estab­ 
lished by climatic conditions a n d 
the amount of frost to be expected 
in your locality. 
The second step is to tamp the 
ground thoroughly and spread a 
few inches of rough concrete. The 
final step is to lay concrete blocks 
or rough stone of suitable s i z e 
along the line and rough mortar 
the joints. The backfilling along the 
upside of the wall should be firm. 
If decorative effects are desired, a 
single course of brick, laid in 
header-course fashion as shown, 
can be used. Spot-plantings of ivy 
can help to produce a pleasing ap­ 
pearance. 
Installations of this kind have 
been known to completely elimin­ 
ate water in the cellars of houses 
which were built with steep grades 
running to the foundations.

Sturdy Concrete Steps 


New Instrument 
Finds Natural Gas 
COLUMBUS, Ohio — A new in­ 
strument that helps to find natural 
gas hidden deep in the earth has 
been unveiled in Ohio. 
Experts think the new device will 
boost oil and gas production, par­ 
ticularly in the Appalachian region. 
The instrument records 
man­ 
made vibrations in the earth which 
are "read” by scientists. T h e y 
claim t h a t extremely 
accurate 
charts of underground formations 
can be made. 
This is how the device works: 
Dynamite is exploded in a drilled 
hole. The blast sets up vibrations 
going down as far as one and a 
half miles into the earth. 
"Echoes" from the vibrations are 
picked up on the sensitive instru­ 
ment, recorded on film and then 
interpreted. 
An initial test of the device was 
recently h e l d in northern Ohio 
near Medina. On hand for t h e 
demonstration were experts from 
the Ohio Fuel Gas Co., Columbus; 
Houston Technical 
Laboratories, 
Houston, and Geophysical Service 
Inc,, Dallas. 


Almost all country houses or 
summer cottages have one or 
more outdoor stairs or steps. 
Those made of wood are a 
source of everlasting mainten­ 
ance, for it seems that the first 
part of a building to weather 
out is the steps. Substantial steps 
can be cast out of concrete. And 
when they are properly d o n e 
they last for a lifetime and re­ 
quire no maintenance. 
Steps of the type illustrated can 
be cast over banked earth if it is 
solid and well settled and the 
weight of the unit is sufficient to 
eliminate any danger from frost. 
The form required for casting 
steps is simple. It consists of two 
side pieces cut according to the 
height and depth wanted for the 
steps. A back and front piece is 
nailed into the face of the sides 
as shown and fronts are s e t 
across each step. 
The entire form should be well 


braced with stakes of the type 
shown by the thumbnail sketch. 
The mix of concrete used should 
be one of cement to two of sand 
and three of gravel or crushed 
stone. The mix should be as 
dry as possible to reduce slump­ 
ing. The form is filled behind 
the first step and well-tamped 
and puddled and the filling con­ 
tinued upward. If the mix is as 
dry as it should be, there is no 
danger of the upper p o r t i o n 
slumping down and bulging out of 
the top of the first step. 
Where the solidity of the ground 
under the steps is doubtful, two 
or three holes six inches in di­ 
ameter and about two feet deep 
should be dug in the ground be­ 
fore the form is set and should be 
filled with concrete at the same 
time as the form is being filled. 
These will make needles or posts 
which present an anchor for the 
entire assembly. 


Diplomas Are Opposed 
For ‘Goldbrickers’ 


JOLIET, El. (UP) — U n r u l y 
and "goldbricking" public school 
students should be given certifi­ 
cates of attendance rather t h a n 
diplomas, the annual convention of 
the AFL Illinois State Federation 
of Teachers was told. 
Richard J. Brett said such stu­ 
dents are a handicap to both teach­ 
ers and to pupils who want to 
study. 
School boards currently have the 


power to issue certificates of at­ 
tendance when conditions warrant 
it, he said. 
Brett also criticized the "regi­ 
mentation" of learning. 
"Every child in a room uses the 
same textbook and reads the same 
pages w i t h o u t consideration of 
how his mind develops and learns." 
He recommended grouping chil­ 
dren together in the school room 
"on the basis of mind development 
and learning ability” which he said 
was in accord with demoncratic tra­ 
ditions.

Fleck Credits Hogan-Made 
Clubs In Helping Him Win 


NEW YORK (J)—Jack Fleck, the 
new National Open golf champion, 
considers long iron play one of the 
main strengths of his game. 
“Most of the tournament pros 
are experts with short irons and 
the topflight long iron players are 
in a minority,” the Davenport, 
Iowa, professional said in diagnos­ 
ing the game that beat the great 
Ben Hogan at San Francisco. 
“That’s easy to understand. The 
courses on the tour are laid out for 
the dr ive-and-wedge specialists and 
the 
phenomenal 
scoring 
comes 
from this formula—plus good put- 
ting. 
“But I feel that in major cham­ 
pionships where courses are tough­ 
ened, such as the Olympic C ub 
course was for the recent Open, 
then the long iron man will have 
a better chance.” 
Brilliant long iron play—backed 
up by steady nerves and a blast 
hot putter—carried Fleck to a 
surprise victory at San Francisco 
where he first tied Hogan and then 
beat the four-time champion in a 
playoff. 
The 32-year-old Iowan said he 
felt the test of his long iron play 
was shown on the 220-yard, par- 
threi third hole at Olympic Club— 
a tough downhill target which was 
missed about 80 per cent of the 
time. 
“ Did you know I was on that 
green in all five of my rounds in 
the tournament?” Fleck said. “It 
saved me a lot of strokes.’’ 
The Open champion s a i d his 
swing is fundamentally the same 


with all clubs—a chip-like stroke 
with a strong, wide follow-through. 
“On my first round I thought 
was playing the best golf possible 
from tee to green,” he said. “Yet 
I came in with a 
76. 
I w; 
disgusted. I wondered to myself 
what a guy had to do to score. 
• “ I knew my trouble—I wasn’t 
putting. But later my putter caught 
fire and that was it.” 
Fleck had three rounds u n d e r 
par for the last four rounds he 
played. His 72-hole scores were 76- 
69 - 75 - 67 — 287 over the par 70 
course. Then he won the 18 - hole 
playoff against Hogan, firing a 69 
to Hogan’s 72.

Patience Exemplified 
Would Arm Ike For Big 4 
Benson Clearing Ladejinsky Miniature Home Boasts Furniture 
Late, Happy Vindication 


SAIGON, South Viet Nam, July 
3 UD—Wolf Ladejinsky declared to­ 
day Agriculture Secretary Ezra 
Taft Benson’s action in clearing 
him as a security risk is a “be­ 
lated but happy vindication of the 
principles of justice and fair play 
on which American democracy 
rests.” 
Ladejinsky is the Russian-born 
land reform expert whose firing 
last December by the Agriculture 
Department as a security risk and 
subsequent rehiring by the Foreign 
Operations Administration touched 
off a political furore over the se­ 
curity system of the Eisenhower 
administration. 
Ladejinsky, who was hired by 
the FOA in January to aid the land 
reform program in Viet Nam, was 
visibly moved when he learned of 
Benson’s action. 
He had just returned from a three 
day trip with Viet Nam’s agrarian 
reform m i n i s t e r to the south, 
where he observed the start of a 
program which the Viet Nam gov­ 
ernment hopes will help defeat the 
Communists in this part of Asia. 
“I am extremely gratified at Sec­ 
retary Benson’s action,” he said. 
“ I am naturally affected by this 
episode in a personal way but 
above all I hope that the lessons 
derived from it will help restore 
the morale of the civil service and 
bring about a 
security system 
which jealously guards the funda­ 
mental rights of its citizens as well 
as the interests of the state. 
“I wish to thank the American 
press and other media of public 
opinion for illuminating and uphold­ 
ing the larger issues which far 
transcend the ordeal of a single 
individual. I have a special debt 
of gratitude to Clark Mollenhoff, 
reporter of the Des Moines Regis­ 
ter, who brought my case to pub­ 
lic attention and continued untir­ 
ingly to cover it in the highest 
traditions of his profession. 
“ I am equally indebted to Con­ 
gressman Walter Judd who first 
saw the fundamental issues in­ 
volved 
and d e f e n d e d 
them 
unswervingly; to Sen. Hubert Hum­ 
phrey for his staunch support and 
to Harold Stassen fgr the confi­ 
dence he placed in me at a diffi­ 
cult time.” 
Ladejinsky was fired by Benson 


as agricultural attache in Japan 
last December. The Agriculture 
Department issued a news release 
saying Ladejinsky held member­ 
ship in two Communist-front or­ 
ganizations. 
Ladejinsky denied the allegations 
against him, and the Foreign Oper­ 
ations Administration headed by 
Stassen gave Ladejinsky security 
clearance and hired him to assist 
land reform in Indochina. The FOA 
is now out of existence and its 
functions have been taken over by 
the International Cooperation Ad­ 
ministration, which is under State 
Department control. 
Mollenhoff, a correspondent in 
Washington for the Des Moines 
Register and Tribune, brought up 
the Ladejinsky case at an Eisen­ 
hower news conference last Feb. 
23. The reporter was challenged 
by the President to submit any 
evidence of “wrong-doing” by the 
administration. M o l l e n h o f f re­ 
sponded immediately with a letter 
saying Benson had made charges 
against Ladejinsky with “no evi­ 
dence.” 
Mollenhoff checked persistently 
at the White House for a reply. 
Finally Mollenhoff received a com­ 
munication from presidential press 
secretary James Hagerty on June 
21 saying that Hagerty had talked 
to Benson and the agriculture sec­ 
retary had admitted the December 
press release was “probably writ­ 
ten a bit too hard.”

from Minnesota, was among those 
who criticized Benson severely for 
the firing of Ladejinsky. Hum­ 
phrey expressed satisfaction yes­ 
terday over Benson’s reversal of 
position. He is co-sponsor of a bill 
approved by the Senate last week 
which calls for a bipartisan com­ 
mission to study the federal em­ 
ploye security program. 
Rep. Judd, from Minnesota and 
a Republican, had declared the 
Ladejinsky case demonstrated a 
need for a thorough top-level re­ 
view of the administration’s secur­ 
ity system.

WASHINGTON GU—A Nebraska 
senator wants power contracts in­

The question of continued testing 
of nuclear devices and their pos­ 
sible health hazard to the world 
was raised by India at the Bandung 
Afro-Asian conference. The Atomic 
Energy Commission contends that 
nuclear weapons testing in this 
country has had no ill effects on 
health. 
Sparkman opposed any idea that 
a ban on the testing of the powerful 
devices would by itself produce a 
useful international result. A sim­ 
ple agreement to stop testing, he 
said, would not in itself be profit­ 
able so long as production con­ 
tinued unabated.
